"JTor hart a century after we be- 
«ani« A geparalo nation there was 
eoni|iaratlvoly little IniiiilKralion to 
tWs couiitry. Then the lifle once 
again set uithcr and has ilmvcil in 
ever-increaalng «lze until iu each of 
the laat tlkte« >-«an « greater num- 
ber of people came to theae shores 
than bad landed on them dnring thp 
entire colonial period. Oenoratlon by 
generation theae people have been 
absorbed ht\Q thi- iiiiiional life. Gen- 
erally their sons, alinust always 
t'heir gr«nd«oU8^ are Indistinguisha- 
ble from one another and from their 
feKow-Amerhsan descended from 
the colonial itoek. For all aUke t}ie 
probiemi of oar extetenco are fun- 
damentally the same, atid for nil 
alike these problems change from 
generation to geiwraiion,

least a century . close, th<e 

coaqnost of the cuiiiaieiii, tlie eS' 
pansion of our people westward, to 
the ^Ueghenles then to tb« Miaaia- 
flippi, then to tbe Pacinc, was al- 
ways one of the most Important 
tasks, and sometimes the most Im- 
portant, in our uailonal lile Behind 
the tli'st eeitlerH the oonditiuua grew 
•a«ier, and in ti>e older-settltd re- 
gtons of all the eotonlas life speedlty 
aMunied mucli of oomtort and some- 
thing of luxury; and thongh general- 
ly it was on a much more democratic 
haste .than life in the old world, it 
was by no means democratic wh«>n

York, ranking 
with riffany * oonipany, have nn- 
Ished the Ooutd Memorial baptistry 
In Grace Bplscopa^ church with the 
exceptioa of 4 he mMiorlsl windows, 
which will not be ooni|»leted until 
the HUtunin. The walls on two sides 
have been frescoed and the floor Is 
mosaic. As a whole, th^ baptistry 
Is strikingly beautiful, and while 
there Is an evident richness thiv>ugti- 
out the design. Its simplicity edds to 
ts charm. The li.iptistry Is 11 Kifi 
fruui Mrs. R^bridge Palmer as a 
memorial to the Oould family. 

The baptistry Is on the left hand 
entering the church, and on the right 
side of the altar. .\rch«B forming a 
room for it, enabled the artists to 
reach a fine effect. The foni Itself, of 
Italian marble, carved In Italy, rests 
on a base of square Georgia marble. 
Annunciation miles erect stand out In 
relief on the lower half of Ihe font. 
A circle insx^rlption at the i*olnt of 
greatest circumfrence are the words. 
"One Lord, One Faith, One Bap- 
tism." This •inscription also is found 
on the ewer. The font Is closed with 
a flat mahogany top surmounted by 
brass decoratlon.s. it Is Inscribed to 
the memory of ilic baby daiiBhter of 
Mrsfl Palmer. .Mini Uroniwn Pal- 
mer. The ewer is of brass and is In- 
scribed "In Memoriam, John Vincent 
QovM, Jr... 

The fresco work on the walls 
around the baptistry probably is the 
finest ever done In the city, k Is an 
artistic shade of green. The design 
19 as rich as the character of the 
work ever I^WS and'.ln a tiri Ir or: 
the mural 'efoes b^iid the font i.- 
(Ill Inscription. •■The Promise is Unto 
Yon and Your Children." 

The windows will be in keeping 
wiLh the beauty of the whole and are 
J sireclal memorial to Capt. and Mrs. 
J. V. Oould. the niotlu-r ami f.iilicr 
of Mrs. Palnu-r. who aie associated 
with much oi iIh' li t-iory and growth 
>f Grace churoh !n Paducah. 

The mosiac floor, which was inlaid 
by Welkel, of Paducah.

Bach community must always dread 
the evils which -spring up as attend- 
ant upon the very qualities which 
give it success. We of this mighty 
western republic have to grapple 
with the dangers that .spring from 
popular self-government tried on a 
scale Incomparably vaster than ever 
before in the history of mankind, and 
from an abounding materlaV pros- 
perity c'reater- also than anyUiIng 
which the world has hitherto «e^.

They can prevent 
the need of igotemment from with- 
out only by showing that they possess 
the power of government from with- 
in. A sovereign can not make ex- 
cuses tor hit failures; a sovereign 
must accept the responslbllity for 
the e^rcise of the power tl;at tn> 
herae la him; and where, as is true 
In our republic, the people are sover- 
eit-'ii. then the jwople must show a 
sober undersiandlDK ao da sane and 
steadfast purpose If they are to pre- 
serve that orderly liberty upon 
which as a foundation every republic 
must rest 

> "In industrial matters our enorm- 
ous pros|)erity has brought with It 
certain grave erU||. . 0 plir duty to 
t'y>(o cut oot'WesiB evtle wtthoQt ix 
tho same time destroying ottr well- 
being itself, Thik Is an era of com- 
bination alike Iti the world of capital 
and in the world of labor. Bach 
kind of combination can do good, 
and yet each, 'however • powerful, 
must be opposed when it does ill. At 
the moment the grdktekt problem be- 
fore us is how to exercise such con- 
trol over the biK^inesc. use of vast 
wealth, individual, but especially 
corporate, as will insure Us not being 
used a]galnst the interest of the pub 
11c, while yet permitting such ample 
legitimate prufltg as wii; enconraKc 
individual initiative.
